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Peter Gethin heads European Tasman challenge 
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It’s good news week 


The most welcome news possible to emerge from a very 
gloomy winter period came from Dean Delamont, director of 
the RAC Motor Sport division, on Tuesday: the go-ahead 
from the Government for all forms of motor sport, under a 
cut-back of up to 30 per cent. 

The Government's approval was given following a meeting 
on the previous Tuesday between motor sport representa- 
tives, headed by RAC Chairman Andrew Polson, the Minister 
of Transport Industries John Peyton, and’ Government 
officials. The case put forward by the motor sport delegation 
was very well received and indeed it must have been very 
impressive for the Government to make such a prompt 
decision. 

That all forms of motor sport, including rallying, have 
been approved is indeed tremendous news in itself. But 
another important outcome of the announcement is that the 
line of action employed by the RAC, which came in for so 
much criticism, has proved to be the correct one. When 
everyone was shouting and condemning the RAC for not 
taking action during the height of the fuel crisis, the 
governing body stood firm by their belief that it would be 
utteriy wrong to go to the Government until the situation 
locked brighter. When things were so bad, the Govern- 
ment could only say "No" to motor sport; therefore 
what was the point of getting a negative answer—albeit 
temporary—when it would be a long, hard task in getting 
the decision reversed—that was the RAC’s attitude and 
how right they were. 

Talks of a coup d'etat and other such drastic action 
against the RAC, were quite ludicrous, when the governing 
body needed the support of all motor sporting parties 
keeping the sport alive. However, at an RAC Talk-In, certai 
faults within the governing body were discussed, particularly 
regarding communication with the licence holder and the 
use of sub-committees, and it is hoped such problems will be 
dealt with satisfactorily in the coming year. 

Looking at the situation in Europe, the prospects of a 
virtually full international season look very hopeful. France 
has reduced its number of total events from 400 to 230. 
Germany has cut race lengths by 25 per cent, as has Italy. 
Spain has made no reduction in their programme, while 
Portugal cannot stage racing at the moment but that should 
change soon. There has been no decision taken yet in 
Sweden, and Belgium is not applying any reductions as 
yet. Holland believes that there will be no need for reduc- 
tions since petrol rationing has been abandoned 

The situation could have been different in this country as 
a result of the current economic crisis, and therefore we 
would like to take this opportunity of congratulating the 
RAC, in particular Andrew Polson and Dean Delamont, and 
the members of the various committees involved, for their 
sterling efforts in compiling all the right information at 
great speed, for the Government to make this favourable 
decision.

‘The country at the 
moment has a genéral 80 km/h 
Speed limit which is being strictly 
enforced and this makes rallying 
fan unlikely proposition 

‘A factor that is _ worrying 
SAMRAC as far as the Grand Prix 
Is concerned is the fact that petrol 
sales in South Africa are not per 
mitted from 6 pm on Friday to 
6 am on Monday and this could 
affect the attendance, for a large 
proportion of spectators travel 
Tong distances on the Friday 
night to watch the race on Satur 
day and retuen home on Sunday. 
This will not be possible in view 
of these restrictions.

Government go-ahead 
for all motor sport 
with 30 per cent cut 


Last week a delegation from the RAC went to see the Minister of 
Transport Industries, John Peyton, to present the plans for the 
proposed 20 per cent cut. On Tuesday morning Dean Delamont, 
Girector of the motor sport division, received a letter from the Minister 
saying that he was happy to be able to give the go-ahead to all forms 
Of motor sport—including rallies—subject to as near a 30 per cent 
cut in fuel consumption as possible, 

‘The deputation to the Minister was headed by Andrew Polson, RAC 
chairman, and those representing motor sport included Major R. 
Tennant ‘Reld (Secretary of the RSAC), Keith Douglas (chairman of 
the SMMT sporting sub-committee), Norman Dixon (chairman of the 
ACU), and John Webb, managing director of MCD. 

Dean Delamont said after receiving the decision on Tuesday that 
the RAC were very pleased as the miners had announced their inten- 
tion of striking the day the delegation had been to see the minister and 
the future had looked rather bleak, although they had been given a 
most sympathetic hearing. 

How was the 30 per cent cut going to be implemented? Mr Delamont 
said that the current 20 per cent cut plans coupled with the fact 
that there is bound (o be a decrease In the number of entries because 
of the high fuel costs, and the fact that in effect rallying will not 

jart until May, will account for the 30 per cent reduction. 
‘The fact that rallies will not start again until May is because of 
the switch over to metric maps which will mean that the RAC will 
not be able to issue any permits until they have got the maps and 
Sorted out the vast change over operation. The maps are not published 
until Mareh 7. 

Reaction to the news came from John Webb, who, until he heard 
the news was rather gloomy at the prospects. He said: “I'm delighted, 
Wwe couldn't have hoped for anything better in the circumstances. 1 would 
like to say that this excellent decision would not have been possible 
without the work done by the RAC. It’s very fashionable to criticise 
the RAC but it is entirely due to the logical procedure applied by the 
RAC, the personal Interest of the chairman, Andrew Polson and the 
efforts of Dean Delamont and his crew that we have got all forms of 
motor sport. I must admit 1 was expecting the worst but the relentless 
efforts of Dean Delamont and his crew that we have got all forms of 
at Brands Hatch on March 3 with a top-class championship meeting.”

Unfortunately the 
enthusiastic team, which was 
originally formed’ to provide 
Schenken with an F2 drive, ran 
short af money and the project 
never looked like getting off the 
ground, When this became clear

Don't get me wrong about the Brazilian 
Grand Prix, which Emerson thoroughly de- 
served £0 win, but when the rains came down 
fand the chequered flag was dropped I didn't 
feel I'd been in a motor race. 1 spoke to 
Carlos Reutemann afterwards, and he felt the 
same way: It was more like a long practice 
Session, punctuated for me by a pit stop and 
Various. other aggravations. Even the atmo- 
sphere wasn't as hectic as last year. 

‘The rain situation was handled well by the 
local’ officials, and although the Monday 
papers were full of criticism of the decision 
fo hang out ahe flag, there is no doube in 
anyone's mind that conditions were far too 
dangerous to carry on racing. It was quite a 
contrast with the start, which ¢urned into 
another of those Latin affairs. Many drivers 
“myself included—just didn't see the man 
Grop ‘the flag because he was obscured by 
Someone. else still holding the 30-second 
board, and when I went past I looked into 
Wis face and saw that he was as amazed as 

had been Jooking forward to getting the 
M23 'to Brazil, especially remembering how 
hot I got in the MI9 last year. As thing: 
turned ‘out, it wasn't as hot as last time and 
heat didn’t affect us as much as we expected. 
What was surprising, chough, was che f 
that no one got within 2s of Ronnie's pole 
time from last year, foth tyre companies 
ym t have retarded themselves, and Mike 
Hailwood said he only managed to go as 
quick with his YardleyMac as he did two 
years ago with a Surtees 

I don’t believe the problem can be traced 
to anything specific like wing positions (the 
1972 Surtees didn’t have its wing as far back 
‘as this year's regulations allow), but scme. 
where there's been a retrograde step. The 
tyre companies contribute so much to racing 
that it would be wrong co blame them, especi- 
ally as they both came up with the same 
fort of answers for this year's race. Emerson 
has been doing the tyre testing for 1974, and 
he didn't have much trouble with his tyres, 
So perhaps i's something to do with driving 
style 

‘The astonishing thing was the way the 
tyres stood up to the threat of punctures. 
‘There was a frightening amount of glass on 
the track on ace morning, and there was a 
delay while Ed Alexander’ of Goodyear and 
T gathered as much as we could from the pits 
straight. We pointed out to che Clerk of the 
Course that glass on the ¢rack is the equiva- 
ent of a gun pointed at your head: pull the 
trigger and someone's going to be dead for 
sure, In South America the fans have diffi 
culty controlling themselves, and chucking 
bottles seems to make them’ happy. 

‘But they'll only realise the problem when 
someone threatens to cancel a GP. After all, 
the equipment we use isn't an earthmoving 
tyre that can cope with rocks and sharp 
debris, it’s a highly specialised device which 
nevertheless resists punctures in many ways. 
‘The mechanics picked a dozen bits of glass 
out of Emerson's eyres on the grid, but I 
wasn't 0 lucky. A front tyre picked up 
something nasty on the warm-up lap, and it 
must have been big, because the air dis- 
appeared in a rush, which is very unusual 
Thad ¢o change the wheel behind the pits. 
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and I didn't like che idea that maybe there 
was someting in the other front, so I 
changed that £00 

Interlagos isn’ place where the 
fans are irresponsible: we used to have a 
similar problem at Mexico, and we have a 
similar ching in Canada and the United States 
Bur some circuits are happy to help. In 
Argentina this they ‘had a magnetic 
device which picked up 15 kilos of metal 
from the track, and then they brought out a 
giant vacuum sweeper to clean up the other 
Fubbish 

My mechanics had only just left me when 
we moved on to the dummy grid, and then 
we were off. I made such a bad start that T 
was 15th or 16t) on the first lap, and then 
T had tyre problems which meant 1 was in 
trouble. Goodyear's latest “wrinkle wall’ 
equipment worked a treat in Argentina, but 
for some reason my fronts started to crease 
and vibrate at Interlagos, and the strange 
Phenomenon that I had was an enormous 
Vibration from the front. It shook the car 
about so much chat Iwas just plain slow 
and everyone came flying by me. 

Early in the race I followed Mike Hallwood, 
who I know had started on a different tyre 
Combination. He seemed to be going tike a 
gang-buster, and once he'd disposed of a 
Couple of difficult customers he disappeared, 
$0 I figured ehat I'd stop and try his combina 
tion, rather like I stopped to fit Jody's chcice 
last year at Ricard,

‘The final helmet, and perhaps the most 
safety conscious, is that recently introduced 
to this country, and described in the Tune-in 
pages of the Showboat report.

Spice Ltd. It is made of a laminate of chop

idea used by Jackle Stewart incorporated 
within bis Bell Star, but the helmet had to be 
adapted specially for it 

The idea is that the helmet Is piped up to 
an air bottle carried in the car, and on the 
Occasion of an accident or fire (or both), the 
fair bottle Is activated to provide the driver 
with medical air at the point in his helmet 
Where his mouth is situated. Obviously, with 
@ pipe entering the helmet, and then running 
from the side of the helmet to the front, the 
construction of the helmet is not quite the 
same as the ordinary integral helmet and 
turns out to be a bit thicker and sturdier in 
the chin bar. This life support system is pro- 
vided for the helmet by Graviner, and basic. 
ally just consists of the air bottle containing 
medical air sufficient for 14m at a minimum 
The tube simply slots into the side of the 
helmet while there is a button to activate the 
bottle wherever the user wishes to locate 
it 

One important point is that the visor 
should make a good fit with the helmet so 
that the air isn’t simply consumed by the fire 
without the driver making use of it. The visor 
is made of polycarbonate and will resist the 
heat and thermal shock long enough to en- 
sure the maximum efficiency of the life sup 
Port system. It will also resist the blast of a 
12 bore shotgun at 10 paces, which is a point 
we shall come to very shortly. A final note 
about the Griffin helmet is that it has an 
inner chin-glove of fireproof material hanging 
out of the bottom of the helmet to be worn 
under the chin of the wearer. This prevents 
rain, wind, etc, misting the visor or upsetting 
the ‘driver's eyes. The Griffin FF2 is priced 
in the region of €36, and may be used with 
out the Graviner Life Support system which 
Graviner market for €35. The Life Support 
system may be used with ordinary helmets, 
but the piping system is not so neat. 

With every Bell helmet, one receives a 
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visor and it was not so long ago that the 
great visor stink blew up. The main reason 
for this was that Dr Helmut Marko, the 
Austrian GP driver was struck on the visor 
by a stone. The visor was not sufficient! 
Strong to withstand the force of a smal 
stone, and broke, allowing the stone to enter 
Marko's eye, and he has virtually lost his 
sight in this eye and no longer drives com 
petitively. Once this had happened, no one 
had any great faith in the Bell visor, and 
immediately various firms went about finding 
ways of resisting small shocks such as that 
from a stone. Two emerged, one from Bob 
Evans, and one from IGD. 

The IGD visor is made of 2 mm polycarbon. 
ate which is highly fire resistant and has also 
been tested with the shotgun to good effect 
After the test, the visor looks as though It 
has been rained on, but vision Is not affected 
and the visor does not become opaque. The 
fireproofing side is very important as the Bell 
visor firstly burns at 180 deg C and, secondly, 
gives off @ highly poisonous gas when ignited 
The IGD visor has a melting point of 375 deg 
C' against the acrylic one of 130 deg C, and 
burns at 500 deg C. Once burning, however, it 
does not give off poisonous fumes, but tends 
to extinguish the flames. The IGD. safety 
visor is marketed by Gordon Spice Ltd

CLOTHING 


Tt used to be a job convincing the com 
petition driver to buy an £8 overall a few 
years ago, but now, having convinced him 
over that point, one has to make him realise 
that for any kind of protection, he must wear 
a £30 overall.” So says John’ Cracknell, the 
boss of Jaybrand Racewear in Peterborough 
These days, there is no longer a place for the 
cheap fireproof overalls which afforded mini 
mum protection for a driver in a fire, and in 
thelr place has arisen a much more sophisti 
cated range of fireproof clothing. the actual 
claims for which seems to have recently 
caused much action in the Correspondence 
columns of this magazine 

The €8 overalls were really just that: over. 
alls, something to protect the driver from 
grease and muck of the car, and yet which 


looked like racing overalls as worn by the 
aces of the GP world. That difference is still 
there, only it has enlarged. Sophisticated 


weralls can cost up to £150 and now there’ 
a host of ancillaries which should be pur- 
Chased in conjunction with the overalls. Any- 
body can see there's no point in wearing a 
£150 overall, and then not wearing socks or 
gloves which protect extremities not protected 
by the basic overall 

The general bodies set up to ensure maxi: 
mum safety in motor racing still don't actually 
enforce any driver to wear fire protective 
clothing, 50 there's no law against driving in 
jeans and a sweater. However, on the other 
side, there's no British Standard established 
to ascertain which of the overalls currently 
available pass a British Standard, and by how 
much, and which basically do not come up to 
standard. Meanwhile motor racing fires get 
worse, more fuel is carried to feed the flames 
as engines become larger and less economical 
and safety precautions either hinder them: 
selves, or just show to be thoroughly In-

‘one must mention the two councils that set 
themselves up following fatalities in motor 
racing. The Jim Clark foundation was set up 
to investigate safety methods and clothing, 
while the Jo Siffert Advisory Council recently 
showed its teeth over the Zandvoort tragedy 
Our last safety feature in 1971 coincided with 
the findings of the Foundation who had ex- 
haustively tested the combinations of a variety 
of materials, many of which have left the 
scene today. However, since 1971, there has 
been no actually fact finding series of tests 
with today's range of overalls available in 
this country, and so it is the least we can do 
to itemise and explain the materials on sale 
in this country at the moment. 

Basically, what is available can be divided 
into two different types of protection, and 
how they work. First, there's the materials 
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which, by their properties alone help to keep 


the driver cool in a fiery situation, Secondly, 
there are the suits which are made of 
fireproof material, but at the same time rely on 
air either in that material, or between layers 
of that material, to form insulation between 
body and fire. However, in each sector, there 
are drawbacks. It is obviously impractical to 
Use a material that is so strong or heavy that 
the driver cannot move in it. Such a situa. 
tion occurred when Jaybrand made a suit of 
overalls for Jack Brabham out of asbestos 
He was so hot that he came in after a couple 
of laps to change out of them, and 

weren't used again. Similarly, a multi 

suit can do the same thing to a driver, and 
one always has to consider that in’ this 
country, we are not used {0 heat, and so 
multi-insulations can only heat up a driver 


‘and possibly cause him heat exhaustion when 
racing in a hot country, which is no good to 
anyone. Perhaps the one exception is in drag 
racing, where five-layer suits are available, 
but then of course, the time factor is a matter 
of seconds, so it really doesn’t matter. 


On the properties front, there are four 
different materials available, two of which are 
very similar, and one of which Is not thought 
to be available in this country. ‘This latter 
type Is the one that both Jackie Stewart and 
Francois Cevert used last year and is known 
as NASA. As the name suggests, it has 
connections with the space world and is of 

relatively stiff material 


The cost was quite considerable, and the 
average club driver would be little better off 
even if he could afford them. 


FPT is the only stranger in the pack reall 
for it has no connections with Nomex whatso: 
ever, while all the other racewear manufac: 
turers use Nomex in some form or other, but 
with different properties in mind. FPT (meat 

ing Fire Proof Textil by an 
Italian patent and is made up by Linea Sport 
in that country. It works like this. When FPT 
reaches a temperature of 200 dec C it emits 
fan inert gas which absorbs the oxygen from 
the surrounding area and apart from render- 
ing the fabric self-extingulshing, also fills the 
space under the driver's suit making It impos 
sible for the fire to get underneath. As th 
Temperature rises, two of the three fibre 
which constitute the fabric carbonise to pr 
tect the glassfibre, turning It into a strong 
net-like structure which maintains Its 
Strength and protects the driver from direct 
contact with the flames. Incidentally, burning 
FPT retains at least 40 per cent by weight of 
the original structure, 


The importers in this country are Gordon 
Spice and Jaybrand together, and the former 
says that tests performed show that when 
suits made for racing drivers are exposed to 
fan outside temperature of about 600-800 deg 

the interior of the suit reaches a tempera 
ture of about 60-65 deg C after about 905, 
by which time is is reasonable to assume 
that either help has arrived or the driver hi 
personally extricated himself. Gordon Spice 
have also done their own tests with a burn. 
ing glove of material recommended, the glove 
having been dipped in petrol first. The glove 
burns for at least 608 before the wearer be: 
gins to get uncomfortable, 


Apart from the fireproof qualities, Line 
Sport have done considerable wear tests in 
Italy on the suit, the quality being developed 
by young office’ workers using the suit for 
their everyday tasks. It stood up to repeated 
dry cleaning well also, not losing any of the 
properties built into it. The one-piece suits 
with all three layers come in seven sizes, all 
light grey in colour although green, blue or 
orange can be supplied to special order. Price 
of the standard suit, however, is €85. There 
is underwear in FPT costing £42.50 and a full 
range of gloves, balaclava, socks and FTP-lined 
shoes at €15, 


Apollo Race and Rallywear of Birmingham 
also do @ type of FPT known as Heatshield 
with a difference in the make up of the FPT 
and the suits they produce from this cost 
£42.50 for the one layer/one-piece and £62,50 
for the two-layer suit. Apollo also do a carbon 
fibre suit which they say is practically indes: 
tructible by fire, but it costs £150 to order, 


Formula One are the other company’ to offer 
a suit with properties which reject heat, The 
Carnaby Street shop was recently extensively 
described in Tune-in columns but, basically 
speaking, their thrie-plece Nomex suit appears 
to be the best that money can buy, in Nomex 
at least. Formula One devised their overall 
by testing combinations of the Nomex fibres 
available, and when they had gone through 
about 96 samples, they came up with thelr 
three-layer overall 


Nomex is a fibre available from Dupont 
which may be spun, woven or knitted into 
different weights and patterns. In different 
ways, these weights, etc, may give good 
insulation from heat with their air retention

By far their greatest interest is 
in the normal road car belt, on which they 
are doing quite considerable development.

The former is the 
cheapest of the belts so far described and 
comes complete with three-point fixings at 
a recommended retail price of €7.40 plus 
VAT. The Speedmaster version also has 
three-point fixing.

The belts to shoulder and rear straps 
are adjustable and the belt comes complete 
with Attings and. instructions, at a recom- 
mended retail price of £14.50.

ROLL OVER BARS 


The idea of a roll over bar is very simple 
to protect the occupants of a car in the 
case of it rolling over or something falling 
‘on top of it. The latter cause doesn't often 
warrant a roll over bar, but the former 
seems to happen all too often, and there's 
many a driver who has cause to be thank- 
ful of his roll over cage. However, it seems 
that not all are converted to the idea of a 
roll over cage, and while single seaters 
have to have some sort of cage it is still 


not compulsory for racing saloons to carry 
them, and indeed. there are still such drivers 
about who are either too impecunious or too

In fact, John Aley spent about 
ten years introducing racing drivers to the 
safety aspect, and it was in 1971 that his 
recommendations were finally adopted by the 
FIA. The annual output of Aley bars is 
‘around the 10,000 mark, and the company 
boasts that they can supply a cage for 
virtually any kind of car. Each bar 
is designed to withstand two tons of weight 
coming from any direction, and if you should 
find much more than that, then it is only 
‘assumed the brid Snetterton has fallen 
down or something. Included in the price of 
fa bar, and none is over £29, is a guarantee 
of a new cage should the one fitted be 
involved in an accident and be damaged.

It’s not often that a roll bar actually 
caves in, but perhaps the most important 


point about itis that It should be well 
Bolted to. the floor, preferably with 
strengthening plates, and that it should have 
Support struts’ to prevent it from possibly 
Keeling over in the event of an accident 
Should one attempt to make one for one’s 
own it ‘is essential that the metal be 


rofessionally bent, as this can weaken the 
Steel to the extent of scarcely having a bar. 
Meanwhile, let's hope that roll over bars are 
shortly made compulsory in all forms of 
racing. 


FIRE EXTINGUISHERS 


Fire extinguishers are a subject about which 
we have heard quite a lot recently. The 
FIA stipulates that cars must carry a fire 
extinguisher in international competitions, 
and that the extinguisher system must con: 
tain at least 5 Kg extinguishing capacity. 
The system must be available ‘to elther 

‘or marshal to activate it although an 


jc device may be included should 
the competitors so desire, The RAC mean: 
while do not stipulate that such an 


extinguisher is compulsory, but advise com: 
petitors to use one 


Fire extinguishers may be divided into two 
sections: those activated automatically and 
that are systems within the car, and the 
light hand extinguishers, which may indeed 
be used in conjunction with the system 
installed, the lighter extinguishers being 
used for smaller fires. In general, for the 

mer, manufacturers have plumped for 
either bromochlordifluoromethane or bromotri- 
fluoromethane, both heavy gases otherwise 
known as BCF and BTM. BCF is considerably 
more toxic than its counterpart BTM, which 
may affect it usage in the cockpit. 

When we last did our safety feature, there 
was ‘really. only one company doing’ extin- 
guisher systems for competitions cars, That 
was Graviner, and their lead has now been 
taken by IEC, the Intercontinental Equip- 
ment Corporation, who adopt similar princ 
ples as Graviner, while Ford's Advanced 
Vehicle Operations recently introduced their 
own system designed for the Escort, 
sithough it can be used in most cars when 
chopped about a bit. To support these, for 
the Clubman, there are naturally one or two 
little extinguishers which can be mounted in

Mounted in the front of (for instance) a 
Single seater racing car is a bottle containing 
BCF gas with a capacity of five Kgs, while 
mounted at the back of the car is another 
bottle containing 2.5 Kgs which is for use on 
the engine. The two bottles are connected 
to the cockpit area and engine area by 
piping into which holes have been drilled, 
thus allowing the gas to escape into that 
particular area. There are four ways of 
Setting off the Graviner system, two of 
Which are manually, one by the driver and 
one by a marshal who hopefully comes to 
a driver's ald. The other two ways are 
by ‘heat sensor, which is activated’ at a cer 
tain temperature, and the other is by an 
inertia switch, which activates the system on 
sudden impact’ Graviner also do. the tife 
Support system, so that all the systems may 
be bought for around €170, the two extin- 
Bulshing systems costing €60 for the 5 Kgs 
Gnd €50 for the smaller one. Detectors are 
£12 each 

The Fire Eating system from IEC uses the 
less toxic BTM in various quantities, 
although. the basic system is similar 
Graviner’s, with five Kgs in the cockpit 
bottle and 3'Kgs in the engine bottle. How 
ever, IEC also. provide diffuser nozzles to 
Scatter the extinguishant around, although 
basically from. the same point as opposed 
to all slong the pipe as in the Graviner. 
Fire Eaters can also be activated in the 
same way as the Graviner. IEC are situated 
in Aldershot, and cost of an all-in system 
with the 5 Kg bottle and 3 Kg both being 
Activated in as many ways as produced, is 
just over £120 complete.

Snow story 


Of course, they didn’t really want me to x 
Sending a British co-driver to the Arctic 
rele seems @ bit of a waste when there 
fare so many Finns to whom the conditions 
are second nature, But then I got the trip 
fixed up when they thought it was going 
to be a matter of three weeks’ recce and bags 
of pace notes, which meant that Mikkola 
plus a Briton made more sense as his notes 
re in English anyway. Then the regulations 
came out forbidding practice, then there was 
fall the fuss about ‘whether there would be a 
rally of not, then it looked as if the economics 
Of car-making would never afford the project, 
and it Was at times like these you discover 
how ‘useful it is to be a journalist and a 
co-driver. “But you see I shall hi 
fand cover it as a journalist anywa; 
just as well compete. 

Even when I came to start my journey, 
things didn’t go too smoothly and my travel 
arrangements seemed to have the same stop- 
go tendency as the rally itself. The problem 
Was that I phoned Mikkola and told him 
hat I would be arriving on the Friday 
Finnair flight, He doesn't have to consult a 
timetable as his girlfriend works as an air 
hostess for Finnair and he knows more about 
the scheduled times than the pilots themselves. 
‘Anyway, pressure of work dictated that I 

Id not leave on Friday so 1 had a phone 
1 to. Finnair to ask to change to the 
Saturday flight. That was in order, but when 
T phoned Pinland, it was not a good day for 
Hannu. so within hours 1 was back to the 
very understanding lady at Finnair to say, 
Sorty but could I now fly on Sunday please ? 


‘Thus it was that I had a_pleasant flight 
direct’ London-Helsinki on Sunday in the 
company of Verglas of Motoring News. We 
Were met by something of a reception commit 
tee which” included Mikkola and  Finn‘sh 
journalist Mauri Salo, The latter was holding 
Up a big sign which said “snow tyres” which 
T thought should have read snow tires " 
especially if you have to dig a car out of 
‘Once outside, it was evident that Helsinki did 
not have so much snow as one might have 
expected. In many ways the Finnish winter 
fs much better organised than ours for all the 
snow seems to fall at once in a nice clean 
dose and the weather then stays cold enough 
$0 that it doesn’t turn into black and foul 
Slush. I must hastily admit that 1 have only 
ever been to Finland in the middle of the 
winter and I can imagine that there is a 
period of metamorphosis between winter and 
Summer that is equally unpleasant as our brief 
encounters with snow. Anyway, my image 
of a Finnish winter is clean and pure snow 
and that was the way it appeared this time. 
Hannu had planned a quick meal and then 
to bed, for the next day we should by fully 
occupied in testing the rally car and he bad 
spent a long and arduous night on Saturday. 
Since the drink and driving laws are so 
rigorous in Finland, anyone who has been 
imbibing at the house of a friend, has to rely 
on a taxi to take him home since after the 
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second beer neither he nor his friend is safe 
fo drive a car. On Saturday night.: Hannu 
had called the taxi at one thirty in 

morning and it had finally arrived at 
O'clock by which time everyone at the party 
had passed into a state of nirvana which 
was not improved when the driver could not 
find the house and they had to walk quarter 
of a mile to find him at a phone box. So we 
Planned" an early night, but as the conver. 
Sation turned to rallying. the time got late and 
we finally fell into our beds at almost two 
Delock. This is one thing I find so difficult to 
Sdjust to in Finland during the winter, for 


the hours of darkness are so long that no 
matter how late you go to sleep, you always 
Seem to wake up when it is still dark! 


The Monday morning, it was definitely still 
dark as we left to drive to Helsinki airport 
We had to take both Hannu’s Granada and the 
Escort RS 2000 that he had been using for 
tyre testing for when we came back that 
evening, I was going to drive over to Porvoo 
fo spend an evening with Simo Lampinen. Of 
course, the darling little Escort was well 


frozen’ and we caused a bit of a sensation 
by pushing it down the road with the front 
bumper of the Granada until it roared into 
life 


The reason we were bound once more for 
the airport was that the rally cars were being 
prepared ata town one third of the way up 
Finland towards the Russian border: Joensuu. 
The last time he had been there with Timo 
Makinen, Hannu had driven up and at 50 mph 
the experience was s0 boring that they had 
sent the car back on a lorry and flown back. 
This time we were to fly both ways. Because 
Of the size of the country, the internal flights 
are very good and Finnair organise them on 
Sort of circulatory air-bus principle so that a 
plane which files Helsinki-Joensuu comes back 
Via two other towns in the morning while 
in the evening the flight plan is completely 
reversed 


At Joensuu, we caught the bus into the 
centre of town which gave us a good chance 
to see the landscape that was made so famous 
in the film of Dr Zhivago. Then we got a lift 
over to Kemilainen’s garage where the three 
Boreham mechanics, Norman Masters, Robin 
Vokins and Gordon Spooner were working on 
our cars with the able help of three Finnish 
‘mechanics who have looked after Makinen’s 
car for the last couple of seasons. The English 
boys seemed to be surviving in the cold 
conditions quite well for Joensuu was at least 
ten degrees colder than Helsinki and I wai 
beginning to be reminded that a bit of really 
heavy winter gear might be needed for this 
Tally, One way and another, we all got fixed 
Up with special clothing but one of the best 
things that we got for nearly all of us were 
some boots which had been imported from 


Canada for use- by. ski-doo drivers. These 
hada. simple rubber exterior with a high 
flexible upper made of thin waterproof

material that came half way up the shin. The 
Whole thing was lined with felt about one 
inch thick and I must confess that I have 
never worn anything so warm and coifort- 
able in my life. 


We spent most of the morning out driving 
the car and working on getting a good 
lunderbonnet temperature to avoid carburettor 
icing and also on getting just the right setting 
for the brakes. This Is quite important on 
hormal rallies but here where we would be 
Using tyres with only one hundred and fifty 
Studs none of which were supposed to pro- 
frude further than three millimetres, it was 
going to be very critical. On the Escort, there 
Sre dise brakes front and rear and they are 
operated through two completely separate 
hydraulic systems. The two master cylinders 
are placed side by side and the effectivene 
of either is adjusted by means of @ balance 
bar on which the brake pedal acts directly. 
By screwing the point of action to left or 
right, the driver can adjust which set of 
brakes comes on first and which lock first 
under certain grip conditions. If the fronts 
Tock first, we knew that we should be dig- 
ging the front of the car out of snowdrifts, 
While if there was too much on the back, we 
Should always be spinning round to face back 
the way we had come, The ideal set-up is 
to have just enough on the back to promot 
dversteer as you brake for a comer, but as 
this Is very much a function of the grip that 
the tyres have to the road, it is often difficult 
to find, We fiddled away until almost past 
lunchtime before Hannu was satisfied, 

We had to hang around until about six 
o'clock as that was the time of the evening 
plane but we spent the time usefully trying 
Sut the snow chains that we were to carry 
and checking the jack and all sorts of other 
bits and. pieces. Hannu even thought of 
carrying a’ winch (shows that these Finns 
are realists) as he said that you can often 
Come unstuck on a stage Where there are no 
Spectators but plenty of trees to winch the 
Car out from, We couldn't find a winch in 
time but we did carry two shovels and T 
tried to convince him that we could lift the 
front of an Escort between us. 

The following day, we did our jast bits 
of shopping in Helsinki and then once more 
third time In three days for me—consigned 

selves to Finnair for the flight up to 
Rovaniemi. At Oulu, where the plane made 

‘of its stops, the wings had to be sprayed 
With a mixture of hot water and alcohol to 
Femove ‘ice. This was a. pretly impressive 
Sight and it made me think that it was now 
getting really cold but if I had stopped to 
think about it, I would have realised that 
Icing on aeroplane wings only takes place 


when' the temperature is just above zero. 
Consequently, when we stepped out at Rova.

town, it was snowing slightly and this could 
only be bad news for Escort drivers, 

T shall skip over the next few days which 
were spent in arranging service and come 
to the Thursday when the rally started. It 
had ‘been due to start at mid-day which 
would have made the river stage in the 
ddle of town much more spectacular, but 
1s the route had been cut this stage’ wa 
un in darkness at about six pm. The whole 
Ford team was pretty quiet as we were sure 
that we didn’t stand much of a chance with 

not many studs and fresh 
got out on to the ice and 
Hannu announced that he was going to take 
it easy rather than stuff it off right at the 
beginning. Whether he meant he was going 
to save the stuffing off unuil later in. the 
rally or was just trying to comfort me 1 had 
no way of telling. 

‘We set off at what I would describe as a 
brisk pace and before tong, 1 had realised 
that these new super-thin Dunlops even with 
150 studs were giving more grip than I could 
ever have imagined. My last experience of 
this sort of thing was on the Swedish Rally 
with Andy Dawson with no studs at all so 
perhaps you can understand why it seemed 
to be an improvement. The grip was what 
T would have expected with many more studs 
and we only had one moment when Hannu 
got the front wing a bit too far into the 
Snowbank and the car nearly spun, We knew 
that we weren't going to be the fastest but 
were quite surprised to find ourselyes in the 
first ten, 

From then on things just got better and 
as Hannu's confidence increased, so did our 
speed and by stage four we were setting 
fastest time and thinking nothing of it. The 
most surprising thing to me was that he 
wasn't doing a lot of dramatic stuff like 
getting it on opposite lock before the comer 
if it looked at all sharp. He was relying 
much more on those brakes that we had 
taken so long adjusting to. brake late if 
he had to and know that by steering into 
the corner he could always get the car to 
follow round without getting the front wheels 
‘out of those all important tracks made by 
the cars in front. I thought of all the bad 
advice I had given to Billy Coleman the 
ight before about how to drive on ice and 
snow and resolved in future to let the drivers 
do it. One thing I had got correct was the 
business about keeping the front wheels in 
the tracks as Iong as possible for once they 
come out, you are headed for a ditch oF 
bank. It ‘didn't seem to do Coleman much 
harm as he went very well in the rally and 
was very unlucky to get excluded on that 
radar trap later in the rally 

Stage six was where it all started to 
happen for some of our main rivals—Makinen, 
Blomavist and Alén—got blocked by a couple 
of private drivers and all lost time. The

funny thing was that we got blocked by 
the same bloke and lost 30 seconds or 
so pushing past him with his conked out 
car after they had passed and naturally we 
didn’t know that they had been there even 
longer. I also realise now why the two guys 
looked so whacked—they had obviously Deen 
pushing at least three other cars with the 
Iaunts of Mr Makinen to spur them on to 
greater efforts, s0 that they had nothing left 
for us. This’ little incident put us up to 
second place behind Per Eklund and he held 
it until ‘stage 12 where he visited the 
snow bank and got his car stuck on a stone 
for half-an-hour- Stig Blomqvist too. was 
stopped with a blown transistor pack and 
thus there we were with a nice little lead. 
Tt was at the end of this stage—Angel 
where there was no more road and we had 

wait for the whole rally (o arrive before 
turning round and going back the same way. 
The Finnish army mans this post on the 
Norwegian border and had ‘provided a 
number of tents for us to sleep in out of 
the sub-rero winds. Each tent was 100 per 
ent windproof with a double door and. in 
the middle of each was a wood. burning 
stove into which some nice young man 
pped logs at regular intervals. The idea 
was to take off the boots and lie down in 
a cirele, feet facing in, and have the head 
fon a blanket not far from the side of the 
tent. This way the brain stayed cool and 
the feet warm. It sounds unbelievable but 
this sort of “Arctic Hilton was very com 
fortable and most of us slept very well 


indeed. 
We got caught out on stage 14 as 
there had been’ some fresh snow and we 
were among the first starters which 


meant that, not only did our time not set 
anew world record, but we lost almost two 
and a half minutes to our nearest challenger, 
Tapio Rainio. The only consolation was 
that both Blomqvist and Anders Kullang had 
also been in problems for they had been 

the road in the same place and had been 
digging for the best part of a quarter of an 
hour. This was another stage with no exit 
— except to Norway — and we were faced 
with another five hours’ enforced halt. For- 
tunately for us, the halt was at the local 
school and the ‘schoolmistress was the sister 
of 2 man who had been Ford PR in Helsinki 
for many years. Greeting us were a pair 
of doors; one said “Rally drivers" and the 
other, in’ equally good English, said ” Ford 
team upstairs.” The good lady had prepared 
hot soup, sandwiches and a room’ full of 
beds which accommodated the three works 
crews, plus any number of private Ford 
drivers including Jimmy Rae and Jim Porter 
from the Kleber-Wheelbase car. 

At midnight, we arose and had some more 
coffee and sandwiches and went outside to 
watch a most spectacular display of the 


Northern Lights while we waited for the 
re-start. We did a much better time on the 
way back as the track was now properly 
opened and there were good hard tracks to 
follow. You couldn't say the same for the 
next four stages but somehow we held our 
‘own against Rainio and felt quite confident 
that we should keep it that way to the 
very end. On the stage before yet another 
halt at the Pallastunturi, we had our closest 
moment on the whole ‘rally when we dis- 
covered a very sharp righthand bend down- 
hill in the middle of a diversion for road 
works, but somehow the man fixed it and 
we just carried a little bit of the bank off 
to the hotel with us. Jimmy Rae was not 
so fortunate and spent a long time there 
helping out. with the road widening which 
dropped him something like 25 places in the 
results, 

‘On the re-start, we began to have trouble 
with the car ‘which kept cutting out 
mysteriously. It did it once on the test and 
we seemed to cure it by changing over 
petrol pumps. Hannu thought that we were 
too low on fuel but 1 pointed out that in 
that case, not only was the gauge wrong 
but so were my eyes for we had put forty 
Vitres into the tank which was by no means 
empty just a short while eaflier. Anyway, 
we were sure that it was a petrol fault 
and started to try and cure it by changing 
the pump. By now it was cutting out 
regularly on the main road and after a few 
minutes, It would get going again but In 
the interim, it was as dead-as a Dodo. We 
tried more alcohol in the petrol to inhibit 
carburettor icing. We drained off 20 
litres of petrol from the bottom of the tank 
in case there was water in it, We blanked off 
the radiator and grille to raise the underbonnet 
temperature. We checked the fuel line and 
the jets. We even prayed. But to no avall 
for that blinking thing just cut out more 
and more often. We finally abandoned the 
idea of petrol problems and started to change 
things in the ignition system, starting with 
the transistor pack. We checked the distri- 
butor and all the connections. But it still cut 
‘out and finally it did it on a stage which we 
had to attempt or else we should have been 
out of time. This was where the shovels 
came in useful and I spent a pleasant hour 
digging a sort of by-pass every time we came 
toa halt in order to let other cars g0 past 
This happened about six times and 1 was 
shattered at the end of it; it's like having to 
completely dig a car out six times in-one 
‘special stage. By the time we reached the 
Hime control we were out of time and, in any 
case, Hannu didn't feel like attempting any 
other stages for we were just being a nulsance 
to other drivers on the stages. During the 
long post-mortem with the mechanics, we 
decided that it was perhaps something to do 
with the complicated master switch which I 
mounted just under the heater. This possesses 
@ circuit which shorts out the coil when the 
battery is switched off so that in an emer- 
gency the engine cannot run on power sup. 
plied from the alternator. It seems likely that 
this was playing up for after one operation 
f the switch, the car gave no more trouble 
and as far as I know has not done since, 

So that was the end of our Arctic Rally, 
with a car that was working perfectly and 
had never been off the road except when we 
Pushed it there to let other drivers through. 
‘The parties at the end were gloomy affairs 
far as Ford were concerned for Blomqvist 
made one of his flying finishes and pipped 
the other two Fords, those of Makinen and 
Alén, to finish second behind Rainio, For me, 
the only big effort left was to survive the 
the party and catch the 6.30 Finnair flight 
back to Helsinki on Monday morning and 
then on with the same company direct to 
Heathrow and home to start working on the 
report. Not a bad service when you consider 
that with two hours difference in time, 1 was 
at my typewriter in London shortly after 
11 o'clock Monday morning.

Ferrari prototypes—from 
the 250 P to the 330 P4

Since the first Ferrari sports cars appeared at Piacenza in 1947, Maranello has bullt 
tars with VIZ engines. ‘Today only road cars are made with this configuration, but 

'Vi2 sports cars enjoyed a distinguished competition history throughout the ‘fifties 

ferrari won the sports car Championship in seven out of the nine years in 
Which it was held between 193 and 1961, and most of these successes were gained with 
Vi2 cars. From 1958 onwards there was’ 3litre capacity limit in Championship races 
and until the end of the 1961 season Ferrari in the main relied on the faithful Testa Ross 
2953 ce V12 cars which were also sold to private owners. 


modate the longer V12 unit. Suspension 
front and rear was by tubular wishbones and 
combined coil spring/damper units. The rear 
dise brakes were mounted inboard on either 
Side of the final drive unit. The oll tank and 
water and oll radiators were mounted at the 
front of the car, 

‘The later Testa Rossa cars and the 246 SP 
had distinctive bodywork with the famous 
“twin-nostril nose (a style that was 
synonymous with Carlo Chiti’s reign as 
engineering supremo at Maranello), but the 
250 P featured new bodywork designed by 
Pininfarina. This was characterised by a low, 
simple, oval air intake at the front, a bigh 
glass windscreen, a d stinctive, wide roll-over 
bar and a chopped tail. Maranello claimed a 
dry weight for the 250 P of 1520 Ib and a 
maximum speed, according to the axle ratio 
fitted, ranging up to 180 mph, 

Except. in the slower races where the 
Porsche flat-8 cars could battle for the lead 
there was mo. serious opposition to the 
Ferraris in 1963. The 250 Ps dominated the 
year's long-distance Prototype races and were 
Usually followed across the Ine by 250 GTO 
front-engined Grand Touring cars from the 
same stable and powered by the same engine. 
In March John Surtees made his debut with 
the Ferrari team at Sebring and he and team- 
mate Scarflotti drove their 250 P to victory at 
90.39 mph; second place went to another 
50 P driven by Willy Mairesse and Nino 
Vaccarella, ‘The following month, at the Le 
Mans Test Weekend, Surtees lapped at 
133.3 mph and his 250 P was tmed on the 
Mulsanne straight at 187.9 mph, 

The one mtajor race In 1963 which Ferrari 
did not win was the Targa Florio; Surtees 
Went off the road with his 250 P, holing 
the fuel tank, and Mairesse, a wild and hairy 
driver by any standard, traversed a bumpy 
Section of the Little Madonie circuit so fast 
that when his car grounded the fuel pipe 
Teading from the tanks to the engine was 
flattened, cutting off the supply. The race was 
won by ‘the 2-litre flat-8 Porsche of Bonnier 
and Abate. Surtees and Mairesse won the 
Nurburgring 1000 Km race with a 250 P 
having anoutboard clutch mounted on the 
rear end of the final drive unit. By Le Mans 
this clutch unit had been adopted on two of 
the three cars entered and it subsequently 
became a standard feature. 

‘At the Sarthe circuit Ferrari fielded a trio 
of "250" Ps, but also entered three 4-litre 
Berlinettas ‘and a similar car with a 3-litre 
engine. Searfiotti/Bandini won the race with 
their 250 P at a record average of 118.10 mph

In 1962 Ferrari also competed with V8 
cars using the same chassis as the 246 SP, 
but the following year he abandoned this 
policy of racing a mixed bag of cars and 
Concentrated most of his efforts on one model 
that was progress.vely developed and  im- 
proved until he temporarily withdrew from 
this category of racing at the end of 1967 
‘The first. of the new cars, which were 
designated the 250 P, consisted simply of the 
proven 2953 cc (73'x 58.8 mm) VI2 Testa 
Rossa engine installed in a lengthened 246 SP 
chassis. ‘This prototype was tested by John 
Surtees at Monza in November, 1962. 

‘The finalised version of the 250 P appeared 
at the Ferrari press conference in March, 
1963, The engine was exactly as used in the 
‘Testa Rossa, with a single overhead camshaft 
per bank of cylinders, single-plug ignition, sx 
Rwin-choke Weber 38 DCN carburetters and 
power output of 310 bhp at 7500 rpm. The 
S-speed “crash” gearbox, with all-indirect 
ratios, was in unit with the final drive and 
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hoped, would also prove as popular with 
private entrants. The new car, designated the 
250 LM, was mechanically identical to the 
250 P apart from the retention of the engine 
flywheel mounting for the clutch; the body 
however, although retaining the basic shape 
of the 250 P, was a coupé with a vertical 
rear window (the body was described as a 
Berlinetta by the factory) and it was intended 
that it should eventually replace the front- 
engined 250 GTO in the Grand Touring 
category. 

‘The 250 LM was first shown to the public 
fat the 1963 Paris Salon and although it was 
fitted with the standard 2953 cc engine at this 
stage in its development, only one car was 
raced with this engine. It ran at Daytona 
where it retired, and it caught fire and was 
burnt out at Sebring, 

‘At the Le Mans Test Weekend in 1964 
Ferrari produced an improved version of the 
250 LM with enlarged 3287.5 cc (77 x 
53.8 mm) engine said to develop 330 bhp at 
7700 rpm. Logically Ferrari should now have 
adopted the designation 275 LM (Ferrari 
designations related to the capacity of each 
cylinder) and the later cars’ were usually 
referred to as such, but the original designa- 
tion was retained by the factory. It was not

reduced to 50. Nevertheless the 250 LM ws 
raced by a large number of private teams and 
achieved substantial success throughout the 
world. 

For 1964 Ferrari introduced two new pri 
totypes for use by the works team. The 
first of the the 275 P which had the 

ume enlarged 3.3-litre engine as was fitted 
to the production cars; most, but not all, 
275 Ps were 1963 3elitre cars fAtted with the 
larger capacity engine. The other new model 
was the 330 P with the 3967 ce (77 x 71 mm) 
V12 engine having a power output of 370 
bhp at 7200 rpm which had been developed 
from the “ Superamerica” road car and used 
in the 1962 Le Mans winner. Mike Parkes 
drove the prototype of the 330 P in the 
Sports car race at Reims at the end of June, 
1963. There were no chassis developments 
for 1964, but all the 330 P cars had new 
chassis with minor body modifications, 

Ferrari's first outing with the works cars 
in 1964 was at Sebring where the 330 P 
of Parkes/Maglioli won from the 275 P of 
Scarfiotti/Vaccarella and. another 330 ‘P 
driven by Surtees/Bandini. At this race 330 Ps 
were also entered in the names of Mai 
Concessionaires and the 
Racing Team. The team m.ssed the Targa 
Florio and next appeared at the Nurburgring 
1000 Km race where the John Wyer-entered 
Ford GT40 made its race debut, During their 
first season the Fords were hopelessly un- 
reliable, but they also were astonishingly 
quick, As a result, the Ferrari team went on 
winning, but Maranello was shaken out of 
its complacency and produced a much faster 
car for 1965. At the German circuit Ferrari 
relied on the slightly easier-handling 275 Ps 

1d Scarflotti/Vaccarella won the race at an 

rage of 87.30 mph. Of the other 275 Ps 
entered, that driven by Surtees/Bandini lost 
@ wheel and the entry under the banner of 
Maranello Concessionaires driven by Graham 
Hill and Innes Ireland dropped out because of 
a split fuel tank. 

‘At Le Mans Ferrari flelded a mixed bag of 


330 Ps and 275 Ps, Ginther's Ford thundered 
into the lead early in the race, but all three 
Dearborn entries retired and at the end of 
the 24 hours the 275 P of Guichet/Vaccarella 
crossed the line to score Ferrari's eighth Le 
Mans victory and the fifth in succession. The 
winner's average speed was 121.55 mph. The 
330 Ps of Hill/Bonnier (entered by Maranello 
Concess onaires) and  Surtees/Bandini took 
second and third places, but both of the 4- 
litre cars had been delayed by mechanical 
problems. Later in the year 330 Ps scored 
victories in the Tourist Trophy at Goodwood, 
the Canadian Grand Prix at Mosport and the 
Paris 1000 Km race at Montihéry. 

Tt was at the start of the 1965 season that 
the permutations of Ferrari Prototypes became 
almost bewilderingly complex. The works 
team raced a new prototype, the P2, built in 
both 3.3litre and 4-litre forms. The PZ 
featured 2 completely new semi-monocoque 
chassis inspired by the team’s Formula 1 
practice. Double wishbone and coil spring 
Suspension was retained at the front, but 
the rear there was a new suspension design 
comprising lower wishbones, combined coll 
spring/damper units, top transverse struts 
and double radius rods each side. The cars ran 
fon the latest wide-tread Dunlop tyres and to 
take these Ferrari used new 15-inch alloy 
wheels made to Dunlop specification, but cast 
in his own foundry. The body was a 
new,. neater, low and more aerodynamic 
design evolved through wind-tunnel tests 
conducted at Maranello. The engines now had 
twin’ overhead camshafts per. bank of 
cylinders and the cylinder head design could 
in fact be traced back to the 4.l-litre V12 
cars raced as long ago as 1957. The 4-litre 
Tipo 330 P2 had a power output of 410 bhp 
at 8200 rpm and the 3.3-litre 275 P2 developed 
350 bhp at 8500 rpm. 

‘The first of the new cars completed was a 
330 P2 and in its original form it was fitted 
with wire wheels. It was shipped to the USA 
to compete in the Daytona 2000 Km race, by 
when it was fitted with the alloy wheels, but 
it had a low windscreen and thin roll-over

bar. At Daytona it was entered by NART 
and was driven by Surtees/ Rodriguez. In this 
race the Ford GT40 scored its first victory and 


the 330 P2 retired with rear suspension 
trouble. By the car's first European race a 
high windscreen and the usual w.de roll- 
over bar had been adopted so that its body. 
style could be described as an “ open coupé.” 
The 275 P2 first appeared at the Le Mans 
Test Weekend. 

Ferrari was none too keen to release the 
new cars to private owners and for these he 
evolved the 365 P which was the 1964 330 P 
single cam per bank car bored out to 81 mm 
(4390 cc) and developing 380 bhp at 7300 rmp. 
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the Par} 


Certain of these cars were fitted with 1965- 
style bodies in whch form they were known 
fs the 365 P2. The 365s were raced by NART, 
Maranello Concessionaires, Scuderia Filipinetti 
and Ecurie Francorchamps. 

‘There were no works Ferraris entered in 
the Sebring 12 Hours race which was won by 
the Chapparal of Hall/Sharp, an Appendix C 
sports car not elig ble to run in European 
long-distance races, and the team’s first event 
‘of the European’ season was the Monza 
1000 Km race, a new addition to the calendar. 
The race was won by the 275 P2 of Parkes 
Guichet and the 330 P2 of Surtees/Scarfiotti, 
delayed by tyre troubles, finished second 
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Tommy Spychiger was killed when he 
crashed the Filipinetti-entered 365 P at the 
Parabolica curve. 

Three 275 P2s were entered in the Targa 
Florio and the car drven by Vaccarella 
Bandini won the race at 63.70 mph. Scarfiotti 
crashed the car he was sharing with Mike 
Parkes and the Baghetti/Guichet entry was 
eliminated by battery trouble. The Ferrari 
Success story continued at the NUrburgring 
where Surtees/Scarfiotti (330 P2) led home 
Parks/Guichet (275 P2). For th’s race Colonel 
Ronnie Hoare of Maranello Concessionaires 
succeeded in wheedling a 275 P2 out of 
Ferrari for BRM works driver Graham Hill 
and Jackie Stewart; unfortunately this car 
covered only ten laps before succumbing to 
lectrical problems, 

‘At Le Mans all the works Ferraris retired, 
the two 330 P2s with gearbox failure and the 
275 P2 with engine trouble. Fortunately all 
six Fords (which included two of the new 
7-litre Mk II models) also retired and private 
owners saved the day for the prancing horse. 
Masten Gregory and Jochen Rindt, delayed 
early in the race by mechanical trouble, 
seared through to take the lead with their 
Fil pinetti-entered 250 LM when the similar 
Ferrari of Dumay/Gosselin punctured a tyre 
shortly before the finish. Ferrari has not won 
at Le Mans since 1965. 

Although the works cars made no further 
appearances in 1965, private owners continued 
to notch up successes; Rodriguez/Guichet 
won the Reims 12 Hours race with a NART- 
entered 365 P2 and a similar car driven by 
David Piper and Dickie Attwood was first in 
the Kyalami 9 Hours race. 

For 1966 prototype races Ferrari developed 
the Tipo 330 P3 cars which featured a new 
monocoque chassis constructed from alloy 
sheet, steel tubing and glass-fibre and a new 
body designed by Drogo’s Carrozzeria Sports 
Car concern; this dramatic body style with 
curvaceous nose, a chunky chopped tail sur- 
mounted by a spoiler and curved cockpit s.des 
Could be run in either open or closed form. 
Only ‘litre cars were now raced and with 
raised compression ratio and Lucas fuel injec- 
Hon power output had been increased to 420 
bhp at 8000 rpm. Maximum speed of the P3 
was said to be 193 mph. Certain private 
Owners now raced the 44-btre single-cam 
cars in 365 P2/3 form which meant that they 
had been partially brought up to 1966 stan- 
dard including adoption of the latest body 
style. 

The 330 P3 with Spyder body was first 
raced at Sebring in 1968 and it was driven by 
Mike Parkes and Bob Bondurant. It retired 
with a broken selector in the gearbox when 
In second place and with only an hour to go 
to the finish. Ferrari gave the Le Mans Test 
Weekend a miss and the next appearance of 
the works team was at the Monza 1000 Km 
race, Here John Surtees, making his first 
appearance since his crash in practice for 
the 1965 Canadian Grand Prix, was partnered 
by Parkes and they stormed ‘away from the 
‘Opposition in a fain-soaked race to win 
with a 330 P3 coupé at 110.45 mph. Again 
Only & sngle 330 P3 (with Spyder body) w: 
fielded in the Targa Florio and this was 
Teading when Bandini went off the road as he 
tried to overtake a slower car. In the Spa 
1000 Km race Parkes set an outright circuit 
record of 3 min 484 sec (approximately 139 
mph) with the only P3 entered (a coupé) and 
he and co-driver Scarfiotti ran away from the 
Ford oppositon to win a 
126.43 mph. Surtees/Parkes retired their 330 
P3 Spyder, again the only entry apart from 
the 2litre V6 Dinos, in the Nurburgring 1000 
Km race because of clutch failure. 

In 1966 Ford completely wiped the floor 
with Ferrari at Le Mans and took the first 
three places in a staged line-abreast finish. 
It was at this race that Surtees qut the 
Ferrari team because team manager Dragoni 
cast aspersions on his fitness by listing Scar- 
fotti as a third driver for the car Surtees was 
to share with Parkes. Three works P3s and 
Li other Ferraris started the race and the 
only Maranello finishers were two 275 GTB 
Grand Touring cars. Scarfiotti was in second 


place with his P3 when he collided with a 
French CD car, the Rodriguez/Ginther car 
(entered by NART) retired with gear-selector 
problems and the Bandini/Guichet entry 
Succumbed to a slipping clutch and a blown 
cylinder head gasket. 

Ferrari did not race his prototypes again in 
1966 and already work was well advanced on 
an improved car for the comng season. For 
1967 the team produced the 330 P4 which 
looked very similar to the P3, but was a 
very different car under the skin. The P4 
was powered by a new 3967 cc engine with 
two inlet, and one exhaust valve per cylinder 
‘and developed from the Formula 1 engine that 
hhad first appeared at Monza in 1966. With 
Lucas fuel injection the claimed power output 
‘was. 450 bhp at 8000 rpm, but it does seem 
that this figure erred on the optimistic side. 
‘The 1966 cars had been plagued by gearbox 
unreliability and a new gearbox design was 
adopted. The chassis was lighter and wider 
to take the latest wide Firestone tyres, the 
rear brakes were now mounted outboard and 
Campagnolo five-spoke light alloy wh 
were fitted, Private owners raced the P3s, 
fitted with carburetters and ZF gearboxei 
These cars were now known as the Tipo 
330 3/4, 

So advanced were Ferrari plans for 1967 
that a P4 Spyder was being tested at Day- 
tona in December, 1966 and this car, together 
with a coupé, ran in the 24 Hours race held 
in early February. The Fords were plagued by 
gearbox problems, the P4s of Bandini/Amon 
and Scarhotti/Parkes took the first two places 
and the NART P3/4 of Rodriguez/Guichet 
finished third. Ferrari skipped the Sebring 
race, but turned up at the Le Mans Test 
‘Weekend where Bandini with a P4 was timed 
fon the Mulsanne straight at 198 mph and 
turned in fastest lap in 3 m 256 5 (146,50 
mph). 

‘At Monza the P4 coupés of Bandini/Amon 
and Parkes/Scarfotti sailed to another victory. 
It was at this po.nt in the season that the 
team’s luck ran out, The single P4 coupé 
of Parkes/Scarflott was never in the running 
In che rain-soaked Spa race and finished a 
poor fifth, Vaccarella crashed the only P4 
{a Spyder) entered in the Targa Florio and 
the team missed the Nurburgring race to con- 
centrate on preparations for Le Mans, In 
the 24 Hours race Ferrari suffered another 
defeat, albeit a narrow one, for the PAs 
finished ‘second and third after three of the 
Fords piled up during the night hours. Parkes/ 
Scarflotti brought their PA coupé across the 
Hine in second place, and Mairesse/“ Beurlys ” 
with a P4 entered in the name of the Equipe 
Nationale Belge took third place. The Amon/ 
Vaccarella car caught fire and the car driven 
by Klass /Sutcliffe was ebminated by a sheared 
fuel injection pump drive. 

Ferrari's last outing with the prototypes in 
1967 was in the BOAC "500" race at Brands 
Hatch and thes was the only race in which 
Jackie Stewart ever drove a works Ferrari 
The race was won by the Chaparral of Phil 
Hill and Mike Spence, but despite the fact 
that the Ferraris were a terrible handful on 
this circuit Stewart/Amon snatched second 
place in the closing stages of the race from 
the Porsche 907 of Siffert/McLaren. This wi 
sufficient to ensure that Ferrari won the pro- 
totype Championship with 34 points to the 
32 of Porsche. The other Pas of Scarflotti/ 
‘Sutcliffe and Paul Hawkins/Jonathan Williams 
took fifth and sixth places. 

With the introduction of a capacity limit 
of 3 litres for Prototypes in 1968 Ferrai 
temporarily withdrew from ths class of 
racing. For the 1967 Can-Am series Maranello 
rebuilt two of the Pés with 4.2-litre engines 
and lightweight open bodies and in this form 
they were known as the Tipo 350. NART 
also had their P3/4 rebuilt for Can-Am 
Facing, but the body was of a different style 
and constructed in alloy instead of glass- 
fibre. The works cars were intended to gain 
experience with what might later be an 
Indianapolis engine and as a try-out for a 
more serious effort in 1968, Maranello returned 
to prototype racing in 1969 with the Vi2 
312'P cars, but that represented the opening 
of a fresh’ chapter in Ferrari racing history.

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Economy on road and track 


By JOHN BOLSTER 


‘The British public are obsessed with fuel 
economy and in this respect they are follow- 
ing the lead of the French, who have for 
years regarded it as their first priority. The 
Professors have long been crying that oil 
Would eventually be exhausted, but nobody 
wanted to hear them. Suddenly, an actual 
Shortage due to war has awakened the public 
conscience; though fuel will again be readily 
available, nothing will ever be the same, and 
our careless squandering of the earth's 
resources will certainly be greatly reduced. 
Car manufacturers must already know that 
the extravagant car is stone dead; they will 
have {0 concentrate on more economical 
models to stay in business. Something of a 
Social stigma will attach to the man who 
deliberately chooses a thirsty car and manu- 
facturers cannot afford to ignore this trend 
Mocor racing, too, will have to take on an 
ecencmy slant to survive, of which more 
anon 
‘Though the production lines cannot be 
stopped. just like that, and new models can- 
not be introduced overnight, there will event- 
Ually be no cars of over 2}-litre capacity. 
There are several roomy French saloons of 
size, which will average over 
100 mph for hour ‘after hour on the auto- 
routes, with remarkable fuel economy. The 
British are much better at making luxury cars 
Hitre quality car 


History has a habit of repeating itself and 
one can draw a parallel with the economy 
drive after the first world war. At that time, 
there was a slump, but the main incentive to 
build smaller cars was a new and iniquitous 
“horsepower” tax. Cars were taxed on the 
bore and number of their cylinders, which 

fused the British industry to make long- 
stroke engines for a couple of decades. People 
Still Bought expensive cars, but a few pounds 
difference in the horsepower tax could be 
decisive, Much of the original success of the 
Bulitre Bentley was due to its £16 tax, when 
fll other ‘litre cars were rated at £20 or 

It was at this period that Rolls-Royce pro- 
duced their “Twenty,” of just over 3-litres 
capacity, which was one of the cheapest cars 
to run that has ever been made, My second- 
hand example gave me five years of delight 
ful motoring without so much as a brake 
adjustment, plus 20 mpg fuel economy. 1 
‘would love to see this firm applying their 
incomparable genius to a modern version of 
this little gem. It didn’t supersede the Ghosts 
and the Phantoms but it easily outsold them, 
partly because the Silver Ghost was taxed at 
£49 and the Phantom at £44. 

Let us return to the present, however, for 
modern developments can give us far more 
‘economical cars, If present fashions could be 
forgotten, aerodynamic body shapes might be 
evolved which would save many a gallon of 
the precious propellant. Fuel-injection, pro- 
erly” applied, has already proved its’ value 
in this field, but the greatest scope for 
advancement ‘lies in turbocharging. To use 
the power at present wasted in the exhaust 
is an elementary requirement and in this 
respect lorries are now ahead of cars. It’s 
quite likely that a quieter and more flexible 
engine can be produced by this means, too. 

From my correspondence, it is evident that 
thee is @ great interest in very small cars. 
Tam at present testing some of these, so 1 
cannot yet come to any conclusion, but a 
picture is beginning to form. Theoretically, 
the two-cylinder engine should easily beat the 
little “four,” due to smaller heat losses and 
reduced friction. In practice, four-cylinder 
cars of about 850 cc can give phenomenal 
results and though the twins are better. their 
superiority is somewhat marginal 

T think that the two-cylinder cars are los- 
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ing on carburation and one carburetter_ per 
Cylinder is highly desirable—virtually essen- 
tial with the widely separated cylinders of 
flat-twin, The four-cylinder must lose, because 
it has a greater mass of metal to warm up 
from ecld and mest cars are used for repeated 
short jarneys, Nevertheless, there is a dis- 
Unet possibility that there is a minimum 
engine size, below which the little thing has 
to work too hard in keeping up with the 
norraal traffic flow. Everybody drives at about 
the same pace on urban roads, so we mi 
well find that there Is a minimum practical 
‘engine size for mini-cars. 

‘Certainly, there is @ great deal of room for 
improvement in the larger four-cylinder cars. 
If their coarseness and inflexibility at low 
speeds in top gear could be rectified, the 
driver would ‘not be forced to make wasteful 
tuse of his gearbox. No doubt the vast sums 
expended on the Wankel engine will now go 
down the drain, for that power unit, in spite 
of its delightful smoothness, seems incurably 
extravagant of fuel. That the single sleeve- 
valve could give useful economies 1 am con- 
vineed, but here I am riding my pet hobby- 
horse. 

Eccncmical motoring need not be dull and 
1 am prepared to help organise a bloody 
revelution if any attempt is made to classify 
the temporary 50 mph limit as permanent 
The 2j-litre «conomy saloon should be a 
130 mph car, if properly designed, and even 
very small cars need not be slow if they are 
tificient. Many medern cars lose about 10 mph, 
because the styling department insists on a 
bold bennet shape, and I suggest that the 
stylists should be locked in the lavatory while 
the engineers design a really functional car. 

‘Meanwhile, if you think that my forecasts 
are unduly pessimistic, now is your chance 
to buy a big car. Low-mileage examples are 
almost being given sway and they must 
represent an investment, for they can't fall 
any lewer. If you have room to store one or 
two, it's worth a bet 

‘AS regards competitions, we must think of 


some way to tie up the sport with economy. 
The fuel economy formula at Le Mans should 
be up-rated to take the principal prize but, 
in general, racing formulae involving fuel 
Himitation have always been unpopular, There 
is really no difference in limiting the quantity 
of petrol and limiting the size of the air 
orifice, but the public wouldn't see it that 
way. Yet, if they were told that grand prix 

Ps had to achieve decent petrol economy in 
order to finish the race, they would realise 
that racing really does’ improve the every: 
‘day car of the future, 

Many important races have been ran in 
the past cna fuel consumption formula, They 
were unpopular with the constructors but 
they did appeal to the spectators, because 
fuel cccnomy is something that affects every 
body. The petrol gauge of most modern cars 
is crude and inaccurate, causing many of us 
either to run out miles from anywhere or tc 
Bil up quite unnecessarily, “just in case.” 
Fuel consumption racing would develop rell- 
able and accurate gauges with clear, easily 
read dials, and that really would be @ major 
improvement 

Tt might be interesting to hand out enough 
fuel to each driver to permit him to com- 
plete the race if his car were very efficient. 
Rougher drivers, or those with very extra 
vagant cars, could tell from their accurate 
gauges that ‘they were not going to make it. 
In the average grand prix, the resultant pit 
stop would put the car right out of the first 
three, but It would still not preclude the 
possibility of picking up the odd point. The 
fancient system of eliminating a driver, per- 
haps when in the lead, might spoil the race 
for the spectators. 

Pechaps some other categories of racing 
should be run on alternative fuels, This would 
give opportunities for valuable research and 
Would demonstrate that we are not just play: 
boys, having a whale of a time squandering 
petrol. In any case, racing has many other 
Problems today, notably a sudden shortage of 
money, and it\ is Wkely that new formulae 
will have to be devised to encourage simpler 
fand less expensive cars. The remoteness of 
modern racing machinery from any resembl- 
fance to a normal car has reduced the popu- 
larity of the sport, but a straightforward fuel 
consumption formula would certainly add 
interest and might well bring back the crowds,

Several Autosront readers have asked me to 
road test some economy cars. With petrol 
somewhat scarce and becoming more expen: 


sive, this makes sense and shall certainly 
put ‘these little machines through their paces 
from time to time. 

The subject of this week's test might be 
called an economy car to end economy cars 
It is actually intended as a city car, 20 short 
that it can be parked nose-on to the pave.

This tiny machine is manufactured by an 
Italian firm called Lawil in Milan and appears 
regularly at international motor shows. It 
imported by Crayford Auto Developments L

ems rather unreasonable for such a basic 
vehicle, no doubt it would be much cheaper if 
x larger number was sold. 

Wisely, the manufacturers have kept to an 
orthodox design with independent front sus: 
pension, an engine under a front bonnet, shaft 
rive, and a hypoid rear axle. The public fight 
y of belts and chains, feeling reassured 
when they see a good old’ back axle on semi 
elliptic springs. There is an immensely strong 
separate steel chassis and the sturdy door- 
less body resembles that of a Jeep, with a 
bench-type seat for two, which can be tipped 
forward to accommodate small lugeage or 
parcels. Unlike a military Jeep, the William 
has a really excellent hood and zip-up side. 
screens that don't flap in the wind. 

The engine is a vertical twin two-stroke, 
made by Lawil, of 246ce It drives through

AS twovstrokes tend to be thirsty, and a 
246 cc car has to be driven pretty hard to 
keep up with normal traffic, I thought that the 
petrol economy might be disappointing. In 
fact 1 need not have worried, for 1 got an 
werall consumption of 60 mpg, including 
many cold starts and short journeys, also a 
Jot of flat-out motoring during the perform 
ance testing. Under easier conditions, 1 would 
expect to record 70 mpg, which’ is real 
economy, 

Performance is not the object of the exer. 
cise, of course. I obtained a timed 44 mph 
after quite a short run, which rose to exactly 
45 mph after several miles on full song, The 
engine is extremely flexible, accelerating 
cleanly from 10 mph in top gear, and. the 
little machine will take hills in top which 
bring some orthodox small cars down to third. 
Evidently the William Is geared to do nearly 
all its work in top in towns and I always 
started in second, first being an emergency 
gear. Unfortunately, the speedometer says 60 
when the car is doing 45 mph, and though 
most people would probably believe it, such 
exaggeration is illegal. A’ similar optimism 
in the mileage recorder was carefully mea: 
sured and has been allowed for in my calcu: 
lations of fuel consumption, 

The noise level when the hood is up is high 
inside the car, though it Is very quiet outside, 
with only a gentle purr from the exhaust 
Most of the noise comes from the gearbox, 
which screams on all gears, including top. 
The change is not at all difficult, although 
there is no synchromesh, and while the clutch 
grips well it is also very. smooth 

On bad roads, the ride is choppy with a 
good deal of pitching, as would be expected 
from such a short wheelbase, but on better 
surfaces it is quite acceptable. The stability 
is surprisingly good, a tendency to swerve 
when going from drive to overrun seeming 
to disappear after one gets the feel of the 
steering. At first, I thought the car might 
overturn when cornering hard, but I never

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managed to get it up on two wheels. Through 
sharp comers it can gain yards on any ortho: 
ox car, sliding all four wheels gently, but 
never hanging the tail out 

The engine Is a. very good two-stroke, 
starting instantly from cold and never four- 
stroking, except when idling in neutral. The 
Tong life of two-strokes Is proverbial, but it's 
a bit of a bore to mix the oil with the fuel 
at each refill. The tank feeds by gravity and 
has a reserve tap, with a remote control in 
the cockpit. 

Unexpectedly, the lights are very powerful 
indeed and night visibility Is excellent, thanks 
toa flat and upright screen which the wipers 
can keep clean. The plastic flexible rear 
window filters some of the light, which is just 
as well because drivers. will “get right up 
Close with thelr lights on, trying to identify 
the astonishing wee beastie. There is a sur- 
prising amount of leg room for two people 
and the interior is cosy, though the heater 
transmits very little warmth, but a lot’ of 
noise, of which one has plenty already. 

‘As would be expected, the William is very 
ght to handle. It is steady on greasy sur- 
faces and can be braked hard without skid: 
ding, the brakss being both powerful and 
even. The car is only light because it Is so 
sn the construction being extremely 
fugged, which should stand up well to an 
actident, while the steering column is of the 

line type with two universal 


Although 1 am accustomed to driving 
powerful cars, 1 did not find the |i 
ance of the William irksome and, 
oughly enjoyed using it. I nev 
passed another car, but 1 frightened som 
their oceupants when I caught up on corners. 
My wife claims to have blown off a Reliant 
Swheeler in a monumental dice, but the 
point is that every trip is fun in this slightly 
Fidiculous little car. 

The target for an economy car is 60 mph 
and 60 mpg. of which the William can achiev 
the latter figure, but not the performance. As 
a city car, however, it gets full marks and 
Can be parked almost anywhere, It certainly 
sttracts a crowd and I heard an expert ex. 
piaining, “ah, it’s one of them new electric

1 and 
everybody else In modsports sent our votes to 
the gentleman concerned as requested, as a 
decision had to be reached by the end of last 
year. Since then, despite letters to the man, 
and I believe several phone calls to organi- 
ations such as the RAC and BARC, nobody 
seems to be any the wiser, not even the per- 
Son supposed to be co-ordinating this Mod. 
‘sports Association. All we know Is that if the 
BARC hear nothing to the contrary they will 
continue with the same classes for 1975 
‘onwards, This is really not good enough, for 
T know that a lot of people have delayed 
rebuilding cars until the decision is announced, 
for we do not want to spend money on som 
thing which will be outdated at the end of 
the season. Personally, 1 do not really mind 
which set of classes is chosen, as long as we 
are told 

‘The last thing I want to do is trigger off 
any bad feeling or bickering in such a friendly 
class of racing. but a democratic association 
is worse than useless if it is not democratic, 
that is to say, let everybody have thelr say 
and make the results known, If Avrosront 
could print the results of the ballot then 
everybody in modsports would be a lot 
happier.

Constructors’ points 
system unfair? 


Apologies to John Magee. I stand corrected 
‘about my statement with reference to the No 1 
driver. 1 also thank him for putting me right 
However, I did know that JPS were Champion 
Constructors last year but I did not realise 
the cars were numbered in this fashion. In 
this case I concede the game. Ronnie Peterson 
should be driving the No 1 car. Now let us 
consider what would happen if JYS had not 
decided to call it a day. Would Jackie drive 
No 1 as the champion or would it be Ronnie 
Peterson as representative of the Champion 
Constructor? Should we consider the best 
driver in the world in anything lowller than 
the No 1 car? 

‘This brings me to the whole structure of 
the constructors championship. The final 
placings last year were JPS 92 pts; Tyrrell 
2 pts. JPS cars scored a total of 107 pts, 
and Tyrrell cars scored a total of 118 pts, 
‘but because only the first car of each marque 
to cross the line can score points both teams 
had to drop quite a few scores. Why shouldn't 
@ constructor get its full compliment of cham- 
pionship points for finishing first and second, 
or as Ferrari did in the opening round this 
season second and third? Some people would 
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consider it more consistent to finish second 
and third every race than first and retired. 1 
feel teams should get their full compliment 
of points. For example, if a constructor 
finishes first and second it should receive the 
full 15 pts, not just the nine for winning. That 
way we would get a true picture as to who 
is building the more consistent cars. So far 
this year the championship for constructors 
stands as follows: McLaren 18 pts, Ferrari 
12; JPS 4. If the cars scored every point they 
were entitled to on the same basis as the 
drivers the table to date would read: McLaren 
23, Ferrari 16, JPS 5. See! Already McLaren 
have dropped’ five points, Ferrari four and 
IPS one.

The problem of 
marshals’ training 


So the BRSCC are starting a campaign to get 
fireproof clothing for thelr marshals. Well 
jolly good luck to them, and I mean that 
sincerely, and I hope that the BARC and other 
clubs will soon follow in “Hot Pursuit” 
(made to, measure, of course). But really, 
though, why should any one club make such 
fan appeal on behalf of its marshals, indeed, 
and drivers and entrants please note, why 
should such an appeal be necessary ? 

The theme of this letter is standardisation, 

‘and T include 
all observers and ‘well as 
marshal, should have to belong to one official 
body of motor racing marshals, sponsored by 
the organising clubs, circuit’ owners and 
drivers. These chaps can still keep their alle- 
glance to the clubs to which they belong, but 
the rules for the job that they do and the 
equipment that they use would be of a 
standard form, and the clothing. etc, is not 
paid for out of the marshal’s pocket. 

Going back onto the rules theme that I 
mentioned earlier, 1 was fortunate to attend 
the excellent training day put on at Redhill 
by the BARC Surrey Centre the other Sunday, 
and part of the day's programme was the 
Setting up of a Marshals" post and the duties 
of the various officials on that post were des- 
eribed. Now I do not believe that the facts 
given in that session could have been faulted 
(although God help any poor bloke who is 
slow in returning to station after an incident 
on Barry Taylor's post), but I wish that every 
observer in this country could have been there 
just so that a standardisation of how a post 
should be run could have been laid down. 

So, come on all you officials, let's ali get 
together and let's have one set of rules, ‘no 
matter what club you belong to. Let's have 
proper clothing for the men, and paid for by. 
the people that make the money or those 
whose lives we would try to save if the situ 
tion should arise, rules, equipment and cloth- 
ing allowing. As a marshal friend of mine, who 
Is not a club member as I am, said to me 
“Why should I have to pay X pounds to be- 
come a member of a club and then have to 
supply my own clothing. It costs me enough 
Just for my petrol every week.”

Calendar changes 


In Pit and Paddock in Aurosrort this week, 
you say that any objection to the suggested 
ew date for the South African Grand. Prix 
would be overruled by the CSI “as Formul 
1 races championship events take precedence 
over non-championship events.” Is there any 
authority for this theory, which is flatly con- 
tradicted by the published CSI regulations, 
unless these have been recently changed. In 
secret without the fact being published ? 

‘The fixing of the International Calendar is 
governed by Annexe (appendix) G of the 
Code Sportif, a little known document which 
the CSI tend to keep secret and which Is 
hard to obtain in this country. Indeed, when 
a friend of mine called at the Motor Sport 
division and asked for a full copy of the 
CSI regulations, he was asked: "What is the 
csi?” 

‘Anyway, Annexe G lays down that once 
the calendar has been settled and published, 
changes can't be made just for fun, Indeed, 
it says positively that if for any reason what: 
Soever an event cannot be held on the dat 
originally fixed, it can only be given a new 
date if the national clubs of all the countries 
which have fixtures that would clash give 
their consent to the change, And a clash Is 
defined as an interval of not less than five 
days between international events of any 
formula, and where the distance between the 
two venues is more than 4,000 km (2,485 
miles) this interval is increased to 21 days, 

‘As already said, unless the CSI have 
secretly changed this rule, then the South 
African GP can only be held on March 30, to 
the detriment of the Race of Champions and 
the ruination of the Daily Express Trophy, if 
the RAC agree to it, or rather if they fail 
to object to the change within 15 days rf 
being notified of the proposal. 

‘The Appendix makes no mention whatsoever 
of Championship Grands Prix being given any 
preference. Some preference in fixing the 
original date is allowed to what are termed 
“Grandes Epreuves,” but since the South 
African Grand Prix is not a Grand Epreuve 
land never has been, this is beside the point 

"The success or failure of this country’s two 
minor Formula 1 events would, therefore, 
appear to rest entirely with the RAC and not 
with the CSI or the South African authorities, 
Hichoate, Lonoox NG.
